The mob wants to make sure, it was 
learned, that Cobb is the one wanted 
in connection with the crime. 

Sheriff and Deputies Pieaded. 

For nearly an hour Sheriff Ward 
and his deputies pleaded with the mob 
to disperse, asserting that Cobb might 
be the wrong negro. <As soon as the 
sheriff ceased speaking, however, the 
crowd stormed the jail. 

Mrs. Simmons’ body was found in 
her home eight miles east of here late 
today, she having been beaten over 
the head with a club. 

After having killed her the assail- 
ant took two silver table forks and 
punctured the body in scores of places. 
The blood-stained forks were found in 
the yard.

Ellijay, Ga, May 22.—(Special. )—Fol- 
lowing his indictment by the grand jury 
of Gilmer county here yesterday for th: 
murder of his father, Dr. Claude Smith, 
40 years old, a physician of Jackson- 
ville, Fla. was arrested in that city 
this afternoon. The father, Dr. James 
Smith, had been engaged in the prac- 
tice of medicine with his son in Jack- 
sonville and both are said te have been 
men of prominence. 

The elder Smith, who was 65 years 
old, was a native of Gilmer country and 
he came here early this month, together 
with his wife and son, to pay a visit 
to his old home. He died suddenly on 
May 13. Before his bedy could be buried 
Claude and his mother left guddenly for 
Jacksonville. 

There were strong symptoms of ar- 
senic poisoning, attending physicians 
said. Solicitor General Herbert Clay 
has ordered that the body be exhumed 
at once. 

It is believed that the son expected, 
by the killing of his father, to secure 
possession of the old man’s property. 
An effort was made by Claude imme- 
diately on his return to Jacksonville to 
collect the life insurance, but the in- 
‘suring companies declined to pay it.

Valdosta, Ga, May 22.—(Special.)— 
Sidney Johnson, the negro wanted for 
the murder of Hamp Smith, of Brooks 
county, was surrounded in a negro 
house on the southern border of the 
city tonight at 10:30 o’clock and shot 
to death by officers whom he attempted 
to kill when they entered the house to 


Chief of Police C. Dampier, Patrol- 
men M. Dampier and Dixon. Smith, fa- 
ther of Hamp Smith, were the three 
men who went in on the negro. All 
three of them were wounded by shots 
from the double-barrel shotgun and pis- 
tol carried by Johnson. Chief of Police 
Dampier was shot through the arm, 
while a load of shot from the gun tore 
off M. Dampier’s coat collar and grazed 
the side of his face. Dixon Smith was 
wounded slightly in the band. 

The whereabouts of Johnson were 
reported to Chief Dampier by a negro 
man who saw him enter the house. 

A large crowd was hurriedly attract- 
ed to the scene by the shooting, and the 
negro’s body was riddled by probably 
a hundred shots. The body of Johnson 


was tied to an automobile and dragged 
through Patterson street, en route, it is 
presumed, to the scene of the murder 
in Brooks county, where it is believed 
it will be burned.

Operated at Deficit. 


‘He said that the company operated 
at a deficit of $1,086,314 in 1917. He 
said the company is not asking in- 
creased rates in order to pay dividends, 
and added that the company does not 
expect to pay any dividends during the 
emergency which makes 
rates necessary, except a dividend of 
6 per cent on the company’s first pre- 
ferred stock of various subsidiaries on 
which dividends had regularly been 
paid for several years prior to the or- 
oatnanee of the Georgia Railway and 

ower company. 


Cannot Sell Bonds. 


He emphasized in his statement that 
On account of the war loans now be- 
ing floated by the government it is 
impossible for the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to sell bonds to make 
the improvements and constructions 
necessary. He said the company was 
unable to borrow money for this pur- 
pose, and was consequently compelled 
to rely on its revenues to meet these 
demands. This, he said, was difficult 
for the public to understand. 

Every item, he told the commission, 
used by the company has increased in 
the past year and is still increasing. 
The cost of materials, he said, has in- 
creased from 50 to over 400 per cent, 
and this in the face of the fact that 
a person may ride 18.23 miles, which is 
the maximum haul in Atlanta, for a 
5-cent fare, and the public continues to 
grow more exacting. 

Mr. Arkwright presented figures 
showing that $1,074,177.95 was spent 
on improvements in 1917 and that $641,- 
415 had been authorized for that pur- 
pose this year. He contended that 
there were some expenses that the 
company could not anticipate—for in- 
stance, when the city decides to pave 
a street. He said that the company 
was not consulted as to whether it 
had the money available or whether 
there was some source from which it 
could be had, but with each instance 
of repaving they must contribute their 
proportionate share of the cost and 
must replace and improve tracks. 
Expenditures like this, he stated, had 
compelled them go over their budget 
for this year with a magnifying glaas, 
eliminating wherever possible, because 
the company hasn't got the money.

“The development 
of: water-power calls for peculiar and 
especial hazards, there being no way 
to forecast the cost of development, 
the cost of marketing and the facility 
of marketing. It must compete with 
steam unit power, the future possibili- 
ties of which are unknown. [t must 
compete with municipally-owned 
plants. 

“Unlike private business concerns, 
the public service corporation can not 
fix its own charges and its revenues. 
They are fixed by commission. Utility 
companies in Georgia are not legal 
monopolies. They ought to be, but by 
law they are not protected from un- 
reasonable, unfair competition and du- 
plication. The present fight in Sa- 
vannah between two companies who 
are cutting each other’s throats is an 
example of the lack in our state laws.” 

Construction Expenditures. 

Mr. Arkwright presented figures to 
show that in the six years from 1912 
the construction expenditures for the 
Georgia Railway and DBlectric com- 
pany were $3,557,290.05: for the Geor- 
ia Railway and Power company, 
4,586,779.82; for the Atlanta Gas 
Light company, $538,287.77. The to- 
tal deficits on 1917 business, beyond 
operating expenses, taxes, rentals, in-' 
terest, depreciation and bond charges, 
he said, were: Inside even-mile zone. 
railway service, $439.636.66: retail elec- 
tric service, $4,365.86; hydro-electric, 
$153,349.82; outside seven-mile zone, 
railway, $620,896.28; electric service, 
$431,519. .To this, he said, should be 
added damage judgments against the 
company of $72,239.87 and expense of 
the recent labor trouble, amounting to 
$25,565.24. 

_Mr. Arkwright mentioned the “day- 
light-saving”’’ plan as operating to de- 
crease the company’s revenue, and the 
automobiles of which there are hun- 
dreds being operated for profit in the 
city. He said that each one of these 
machines took an average of 25 cents 
a day from the revenue of the com- 
pany. 

Despite all the handicaps and hin- 
drances under which Mr. Arkwright 
asserts the company has been forced 
to operate, he maintained in his testi- 
mony that the street railway service 
in Atlanta is as good as in any other 
city in the United States, and excels 
many of them.

“Improved 
Methods of Baling Cotton.” Thousands 
of copies of this bulletin will be dis- 
tributed among the ginners, spinners 
and cotton growing interests in the 
south. The government has determin- 
ed that cotton shall be properly baled 
for transportation at the initia) point 
of shipment and that it shall no longer 
be designated “The American _ Dis- 
grace,” due to the bad and. unsightly 
appearance of the bales when delivered 
in foreign ports. 
Revision of Rates Coming. 

Federal action in the matter of se- 
curing high density compression means 
an early revision of the freight and 
compress rates on cotton. Carload rates 
and less than carload rates on cotton 
will. be effective in the near future 
and the cost of compression \will be 
divorced from rails. It should be borne 
in’ mind that up to this time there has 
never been but one rate on cotton 
transportation and that rate was based 
on less than carloads. Out of this rate 
the railroads allowed- a certain deduc- 
tion for compress fees at the large 
compress plants. With carload rates 
effective from the initial points of 
loading, the system of gin compression 
will be at once encouraged and in the 
course of the near future the entire 
cotton crop of the south will be baled 
and handled under economic reforms 
which will save the cotton growers 
millions of dollars each season, 

The British government 
urged the 
compression as necessary for economiz- 
ing space in shipping from southern 
ports to Liverpool. Gin compression 
will mean the abandonment of jute 
bagging and heavy tares. Light, close- 


ly woven burlaps and shorter ties will 
cut the weight of the tare from 30 
pounds to 10 pounds per bale. Decided 
reduction will also be made in the 
present cost of insurance, storage and 
the practical elimination of waste and 
country damage. 


Saving for Growers. 


Altogether, the action of the gov- 
ernment means the adoption of new 
methods in baling and handling the 
crop that will save to the growers 
more than would be possible in any 
other great industry anywhere in the 
world. As the cotton growers pay all 
the fixed charges of tare, freight, in- 
surance, storage, compress fees and all 
other items of cost assessed against 
a bale of cotton from the gin to the 
spinners, it is quite evident that sav- 
ings from gin compression will be 
enormous when applied to a crop of 
such magnitude. 

Colonel Harvie Jordan has been in 
Washington since the middle of Feb- 
ruary co-operating with various de- 
partments of the government in ef- 
forts to properly solve this problem 
and is deeply gratified that the solu- 
tion has come so quickly and in a way 
that will meet the demands of the en- 
tire cotton trade in developing a sys- 
tem of economy which has for so many 
years been advocated.

The Germans have been 
forced back at numerous points, and 
new lines which may be more easily 
defended have been established by the 
allied nations.

GERMAN ATTACKS 
EXPECTED SOON. 


Reports from we headquarters of the 
French army are that there has been 
a redistribution of wuwerman troops 
along the entire front. A German at- 
tack is expected soon, probably in the 
Somme region near Albert or on the 
Avre river, where the German camnon 
have been thundering for several days, 
but so far the German general staff 
has not shown its hand. . 

It is known that there are great 
masses of troops within striking dis- 
tance of the front, and it is believed 
that when the enemy is ready to strike 
there will be only brief artillery fire 
as a prelude to the actual assault by 
the infantry. The last report from 


the French war office mentions heavy 
artillery fire in the Somme region and 


at Plemont, near Noyon, where there 
was terrific fighting early in April. 


RENEWAL OF DRIVE 
OR SPEEDY RETREAT 
FACED BY. GERMANS 


Washington, May 22.—The long de- 
lay in renewal of the German drive in 
Picardy and Flanders is variously ac- 
counted for by officials of the war 
department, among whom it has come 
to be a subject of animated discussion. 

The most generally accepted expla- 
nation is that German divisions en- 
gaged in the first phases of the bat- 
tle were so badly shattered that it has 
taken time to restore them to fighting 
form. 

It is apparent, however, that many 
officers feel that a deeper reason than 
this underlies the lull. They regard 
it as certain that only some serious 
internal condition would cause the Ger- 
man high command to lose the advan- 
tage gained by the first rush of the 
great offensive. The value of pressing 
forward without pause, once an offen- 
sive effort is made, and taking full ad- 
vantage of the momentum gained in 
initial success is well recognized. That 
the Germans have sacrificed. 

During the lull the strength of, the 
British army is understood to have 
been steadily increased. French troops 
have been brought up and disposed 
to block the road, and American forces 
have been assembled in both of the sec- 
tors of attack. It now appears, there- 
fore, that. when the assault is renewed, 
as every observer in Europe appears 
to believe it will be a matter of days 
at most, the Germans will face again 
well established defensive systems and 
armies that have been rested up and 
re-equipped to meet them. 

It is certain that the Germans can 
not expect to set up and maintain 
trench lines in their present position, 
it is said, as the contour of the Ger- 
‘man front, bulged forward in two sali- 
,ents, lends itself to counter attack 
whenever the allies are ready to strike.

And Inquiry of Senate Mili- 
tary Committee Will Not 
Cross Investigation of the 
Department of Justice. 


SENATE WILL PROBE 
SITUATION AT PRESENT 


While Hughes Will Go Into 
Whole History of Aircraft 
Production Since War Be- 
gan and Give Facts to the 
Public. 


Washington, May 22.—There will be 
no controversy in the senate over the 
military committee's war inquiry plans 
to which President Wilson objected, 
and the department of justice investi- 
gation of aircraft production directed 
by Charles E. Hughes will proceed 
without having its path crossed by 
congress. 

Developments came quickly today in 
a situation which had threatened an 
open fight on the floor of the senate 
and in which administration leaders 
saw the possibility of two simulta- 
neous inquiries into all phases of the 
governments aviation program, First, 
a compromise was reached under which 
the resolution of Senator Chamberlain 
authorizing investigations of various 
branches of war activities, including 
aviation, “was passed by the senate 
after being stripped of language which 
the president had construed as virtual- 
l-- constituting the military committee 
a committee zon the conduct of the 
war. 

Soon afterward Senator Chamberlain 
received a letter from Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory inclosing ong from Mr. 
Hughes, in which the latter stated that 
the work he has undertaken at Presi- 
dent Wilson’s request would be em- 
barrassed by a parrallel inquiry. Mr. 
Hughes outlined his idea of how the 
department’s investigation should be 
carried on, declaring that it should go 
into the whole history of aircraft pro- 
duction since the war began and that 
a statement of results should be giv- 
en to the public regardless of whether 
basis were found for either criminal 
or civil proceedings in the courts. 

VYielded te Views of Hughes. 

This letter Yor a time seemed to 
threaten a new conflict. Members of 
the military committee, however, 


quickly recognized the force of Mr. 
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comfort. 
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Hughes’ statement, and it was ten- 
tatively agreed that the subcommittee 
on aviation should confine its activities 
to looking over the existing situation 
and leave all that has gone before to 
the department of justice. Another 
meeting will be held in a day or two to 
discuss the matter further. . 

The demand of Mr. Hughes for a free 
hand was indorsed in a note of trans- 
mittal by Attorney General Gregory, 
who, it ig reported, had discussed.the 
matter with President Wilson. 

Under authority given by the com- 
mittee Chairman Chamberlain appoint- 
ed the following investigating commit- 
tees: 

Aviation—Senators Thomas, Colora- 

do, chairman; Reed, Missouri, and 
Smith, Gedrgia (democrats); New, In- 
diane, and Freylinghuysen, New Jer- 
sey (republicans). 
‘ Ordnance—Senators Hitchcock, Ne- 
braska, chairman; Fletcher, Florida, 
and Beckham» Kentucky (democrats); 
Weeks, Massachusetts, and Wadsworth, 
New York (republicans). 

Quartermaster General’s Department 
—Senators McKellar, of Tennessee, 
chairman; Beckham, Kentucky, and 
Kirby, Arkansas (democrats); Suther- 
land, West Virginia, apd Johnson, Cal- 
ifornia (republicans). 

“Cross Licensing’ of Basis Aircraft 
Patents—Senators Fletcher, Florida, 
chairman; Myers, Montana, and Shep- 
pard, Texas (democrats). ® 

Chairman Chamberlain is an ex-offi- 
cio member of each subcommittee. 

Views ef Hughes as to Probe. 

“In accordance with your réquest,” 
Mr. Hughes wrote to the attor- 
ney general: “I shall attempt to 
summarize briefly some of the points 
discussed in our conference today, par- 
ticularly with respect to the scope of 
our inquiry. 

“It is quite evident from the mate- 
rial you have already gathered and 
from the matters discl'ssed with you 
and Mr. Frierson, that it would be nec- 
essary for us carefully to examine all 
the activities relating to aircraft pro- 
duction. It is easy, of course, theo- 
retically to distinguish between an in- 
quiry within the province of the de- 
partment of justice and one which is 
aimed merely at alleged waste, or neg- 
lect, or mismanagement, or inefficien- 
cy, apart from any appropriate basis 
for a civil suit to recover misappro- 
priated moneys, or a criminal prosecu- 
tion. 

“As a practical matter, however, it 
is evident that in the endeavor to de- 
termine whether there is a basis for 
a civil suit by the government or a 
criminal . prosecution, it will be nec- 
essary for us to make a thorough in- 
quiry into the entire history of air- 
craft production since thé beginning of 
the war and of all proceedings which 
have been taken “by any persons or 
corporations concerned therewith. We 
shall not be able to ascertain whether 
there has been dishonesty or malversa- 
tion of any kind unless we go thor- 
oughly into all the transactions which 
have been had. . 

“If we discover a basis for civil suits 
by the government they will ve insti- 
tuted. if we find grounds for a crim- 
inal prosecution it_will be in order to 
go before the grand jury to obtain in- 
dictments. 

“If we find no sufficient basis for 
such proceedings our conclusion, to be 


convincing to the country, could not 
well be stated as a mere negative con- 
clusion in general terms, but should be 
accompanied by a fair, candid and ade- 
quate statement of the facts, which our 
investigation has disclosed. We should, 
of course, in -no way make any state- 
ments which, from a military point of 
view, should not be made, and if we 
had a basis for civil or criminal pro- 
ceedings we should properly reserve 
the evidence so far.ias it would be 
appropriately disciosed upon the trial] 
and previously withheld. 

“But, I am very sure that the coun- 


— 


try would not be ¢ontent with our! 


inquiry, and particularly if we dis- 
cover no ground for further proceéd- 
ings, unless we showed the basis for 
our conclusion in adequate reporf of 
the facts we have ascertained. This 
certainly should be dispassionate and 
impartial, and be confined to facts. 
When we are in a position to make 
such a report of our inquiry’ we shall 
know the facts, and 


inquiry, and its reputation for integ- 
rity, if we state concisely, but fairiy 
and campletely, the results of our in- 
vestigation. 

Parallel Probe Would Embarrass. 

“If it is understood that we contem- 
plate this course of action I should 
suppose that there would be a general 
disposition to permit our investigation 
to proceed unembarrassed by any other 
parallel course of action. Clearly as we 
may recognize the authority to con- 
duct. another official inquiry at the 
same time, we cannot doubt that. any 
official inquiry into the same course of 
conduct, although with another aim, 
would tend to make difficult, if not im- 
possible, the succesgful prosecution of 
our own. WBither nothing of importance 
would be elicited, which would make 
such an inquiry needless, or points 
would be brought out which would 
at once suggest to the guilty, if there 
be such, where effort should be made 
to block successful prosecution. Even 
with the best intention in the world it 
would be almost impossible to know in 
advance what should be gone into and 
what should be left untouched. We 
might be following a promising clew, 


only to find our efforts unintentionally , 


thwarted. 

We are instructed to have a prompt 
and thorough investigation, an@ my de- 
sire is that we should have the fullest 
opportunity to make such an investiga- 
tion, and in order that we may have 
this opportunity it is desirable that it 
should be generally .udnderstood that 
when we are through we shall state the 
facts we have ascertained in the man- 
ner I have suggested above, to the end 
that all may be satisfied to await the 
result of our investigation. When we 
have reached that result I should sup- 
pose that our report would have such 
thoroughness that it would be accepted 
as the final statement in the matter, 
unless, of course, some new evidence 
not discovered by us should thereafter 
come to light.”

It already had 
been brought out that although John- 
son and Miss Alice Knight, a stenogra- 
pher whom he met at a dental college 
hére, were married last September, that 
neither Miss White nor other North 
Carolina friends of the dentist knew 
of it. 


Mother-in-Law Against Johnson. 

Mrs. George E. Knight, mother of the 
dead girl, testified today that Johnsun 
and her daughter were secretly married 
and that later he sought to conceal 
their wedding. Mrs. Knight said John- 
gon told her his father wanted him to 
marry an “old maid school teather in 
North Carolina,” and that he did not 


want to offend his father while he was 
establishing his dental practice in Mid- 
dlesex. She refused, however, to keep 
the marriage a secret among “ner 
friends. Mrs. Knight was in deep 
mourning. Her testimony was given in 
a clear, distinct voice. 

Mrs. Knight said she saw Johnson 
for the first time in February or 
March, 1917, when her daughter accom- 
panied him to the Knight home. She 
said the young dentist became a regu- 
lar visitor at the house and that when 
he left-Richmond for North Carolina, 
after his graduation, he left her under 
the impression “that he had something 
to ask of me.” @

Pension Law Abased. 


Dr. Mincey, chairman of the pénsion 
committee, which approved the amend- 


tions, showed figures to prove his as- 
sertion that the pension law of At- 
lanta was abused and made a vehicle 
for politics. One man, the records 
show, had been retired from the em- 
ploy of the city on a pension at 54% 
years, because of old age, while an- 
other man had entered the employ of 
the city at 55 years of age, and still 
another at 63 years. In another case 
it was shown that a pension was paid 
to a man who had retired after 16 
years of service, when the law pro- 
vides for a minimum service of twenty 
years. 

“Do you mean to tell me that we 
are paying out money for pensions 
when we have no law for it just for 
political reasons?” asked ‘ Councilman 
Dillon. 

“Yes,” replied Dr. Mincey. 

To Inerease Borrowing Limit. 

An important amendment will be 
asked for fn a resolution that the com- 
mittee directed Chairman Nutting to 
draft, which will ask the legislature 
to allow the city government of At- 
lanta to borrow $750,000 during the 
year instead of the present limited 
amount of $400,000. This money, which 
is used by the city between tax col- 
lections, has to be borrowed and the 
amount is based wpon the taxable 
values of the city. At present the city 
bills, in the few months directly pre- 
ceding the tax receipts, are signed 
over to the banks, which is simply a 
way around the temporary financial 
shortage the city treasury faces each 
year. The entire membership of 
the charter revision committee favored 
raising the amount that the city be 
allowed to borrow for running ex- 
penses. 

An amendment repealing the section 
of the city charter which requires the 
city council to appropriate $10,000 each 
year for the upkeep of the cyclorama 
in Grant park was not favored by the 
committee, and the resolution, intro- 
duced by Alderman Hatcher, will go 
back to council with an adverse re- 
port 

Mr. Hatcher stated that he wished 
the repeal of the section because the 
amount had never been appropriated, 
that council violated the only direct 
demand made by the legislature for an 
appropriation in the city charter. ‘“‘This 
amount the city council is plainly di- 
rected in the city charter to give the 
cyclorama, but it mever has done so,” 
said Mr. Hatcher.

Captain Charles Famel, in charge of the 
army recruiting station in the Postoffice 
building, received advices Monday morning 
that the adjutant general has authorized the 
acceptance of twenty qualified men between 
the ages of 18 and 21 years, for infantry, 
regular army, to be sent after enlistment to 
certain schools, not designated, for indus- 
trial training. 

It is required that these men have com- 
pleted their grammar school education. They 
must also have had two years’ training in 
one of the fpllowing trades: Automobile re- 
pairing and driving, bench woodwork, gen- 
eral carpentry, electrical communication, 
electrician, forging or blacksmith work, 
machinist or sheet metal work. 

Captain Famel emphasizes that no men 
will be accepted after May 23, and he urges 
all candidates to apply immediately for en- 
listment. 
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TWO NEW CONVENTIONS 
COMING TO ATLANTA 


Fred Houser, secretary of the Atlanta 
Convention bureau, was back in Atlanta 
Monday, after a two weeks’ trip in the west, 
in the course of which he landed two con- 
ventions. 

The American Nurses’ association will 
come here in 1920, which means that 1,500 
trained nurses will visit the city. The con- 
vention, which met in Cleveland, Ohio, 
voted unanimously to meet in Atlanta two 
years from now. A great many Atlanta 
nurses were there, who aided Mr. Houser 
very materially in bringing the convention 
here. 

From Cleveland Mr. Houser went to Hot 
Springs, Ark. where the Southern Baptists 
voted to hold their 1919 convention in At- 
lanta. This will bring between 6,000 and 
7,000 people to the city—the biggest crowd 
Atlanta has had since the Shrine convention. 
There are about 18,000 Baptists in Atlanta 
to play host to them Atlanta won this con- 
vention over strong bids made by Hill Paso 
and Miami, Fla. Over a hundred Atlanta

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IRELAND AND AMERICA

New York, May 21.—(Special)-—There is 
ene fact which must be recognized at this 
time by all friends of Ireland in and out of 
that unhappy country. This is the fact of 
the war between the United States and the 
German empire. It has changed everything, 
and its influence will determine American 
action and American opinion until it closes. 

It will be a mistake and a tragedy for 
Irishmen to rely upon American sympathy 
and support in any open or covert attack 
upon our British ally which can only serve 
a German purpose and only end by placing 
a large part of the burden on the battle 
against the common enemy upon the shoul- 
ders of American manpower. 

There is just one way that Ireland can 
enlist American sympathy for her aspirations 
and her ambitions, and that fis by performing 
her part of what all Americans believe is the 
common task of all civilized mankind. If 
Ireland/will not fight the enemy, not merely 
or primarily of England, but the enemy of 
all of us who hold to certain ideas and cer- 
tain ideals, them the Irish people are out 
of court. They will have no standing, how- 
ever great may be their local wrongs, how- 
ever unjust in detail their punishment. 

America Transformed. 

The United Statea today is thoroughly at 
war with Germany. It is at war with Ger- 
many as no one could have believed it could 
be two years ago. Americans returning from 
Burope will find themselves amazed at the 
transformation of the old spirit and the 
American point of view. 

The country has arisen to the war asa 
united people. It has a determination and it 
has a uniformity which must confuse the 
critics of other days and satisfy the most 
ardent of contemporary patriots, and, this 
being true, there is not the smallest hope 
that Ireland can enlist American sympathy 
for any rebellion at this time, particularly 
as such a rebellion must have the appear- 
ance, if not the reality, of being fomented by 
German agents. 

There has been in past years an enormous 
sympathy in this country for Ireland outside 
of the ranks of the professional Irish agi- 
tators. There was a very genuine feeling of 
sympathy at the time of the Irish rebellion 
in Easter week, 1916; but since that time 
the United States has entered the war. It 
is devoting its resources, its lives as well as 
treasure, to defeating the German assault 
@pon our common civilization, and today, if 
Ireland does not march— if instead of march- 
ing Ireland draws British bayonets from 
Flanders to Connaught, from the defense of

| Ypres to the holding of Cork—there will 


be one consequence, and there can be but one 
consequence. 

There will be lost for Ireland now and 
perhaps forever all the sympathy and all 
that support which have been so real in the 
last half century. The same thing has hap- 
pened in France, where the tradition of 
sympathy with Ireland is very ancient and 
has survived all previous changes. Invalided 
France cannot understand why the Irish 
have chosen this moment to lessen the ef- 
fectiveneas of allied military operations for 
the deliverance of France. 

Nor shall we in America more easily un- 
derstand why cur own soldiers, passing 
through Ireland on their way to the front, 
are attacked or the common task made more 
difficult by a threat of Irish rebellion be- 
hind our firing line. 

Ireland Must Stick. 

There should be no illusions as to the 
fact. Many who love Ireland will regret the 
present attitude of the American people, but 
none of those should misunderstand it. As 
far as America is concerned, future sympa- 
thy for Ireland must be predicated on Irish 
participation in the great war—and partici- 
pation on the allied side. If the Irish will 
not march with us now, neither now nor for 
long hereafter is there any reason to be- 
lieve that the real grievances and the just 
Claims of the Irish will obtain a hearing in 
this country. , 

We do not understand and we cannot un- 
derstand why when the German is loose in 
the world any man can do other than fight 
him, whatever his private wrongs or racial 
Srievances. When this war is over the voice 
of America will be heard in Europe and 
listened to in England, and with it may be 
joined the voices of the British colonies. But 
all will be silent, so far as Ireland is con- 
cerned, if at Armageddon Ireland stands with 
the German or fails to stand against him. 

It is the plain duty and the immediate 
duty of all who have an interest im Ireland, 
or have preserved any relations with Irish- 
men, to make clear what American feeling 
is. If Ireland chooses to sacrifice American 
sympathy by a course which will hurt only 
her friends and help the German alone, the 
American consequences will be certain. Not 
in many years to come can Irishmen hope 
for American support.

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Seen and Heard 
in Washington

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Washington, May 22.—(Special—The plan 
for securing additional water transportation 
between the north and south, along the At- 
lantic seaboard, now seems assured. 

The house committee on rivers and har- 
bors is working industrially for it; the com- 
mittee on inland waterways is for it; the 
demand for the relief of congested conditions 
makes such a course almost imperative. 

On the whole, it Jooks like the opening 
of the intracoastal system by the govern- 
ment, under the direction of the railroad ad- 
ministration, will soon be a hoped-for 
reality. 

Perhaps an outline of the plans as I get 
them directly from Chairman John W. Small, 
of the rivers and harbors committee, may be 
interesting: 

+ * — a 

The law authorizing the taking over by 
the federal government of the railroads also 
wave the director general jurisdiction of 
waterways and canals and the promoting of 
water transportation thereon. Under this 
authority the director general appointed the 
committee on inland waterways, which con- 
sists of General W. M. Black, chief of en- 
gineers, as chairman; General Charles Keller, 
as secretary, and the following civilian mem- 
bers: Walter S. Dickey, G. A. Tomlinson, 
Calvin Tompkins and M. J. Sanders. This 
committee was appointed on February 15 and 
were authorized to study the interior water- 
ways, to ascertain the manner and extent to 
which they would be used for transportation, 
and to report from time to time to the 
director general. 

The rivers and harbors committee recent- 
ly requested the committee on inland water- 
ways to investigate the use of the intra- 
coastal waterway, with a view to recom- 
mending the construction of a sufficient 
number of barges and towboats to operate 
on same. 

The particular route to be followed would 
be from the Delaware river through the 
existing Chesapeake bay, thence ; through 
the Norfolk-Bufort inlet waterways to Beau- 
fort inlet, North Carolina, and thence by 
coastwise navigation as far south as Jack- 
sonville. 

These facts are pertinent in connection 
therewith: 

This reute would afford a minimum depth 
of 9 feet, this being the minimum depth 
through the Chesapeake and Delaware cana! 
and through the Norfolk-Beaufort water- 
way. Of course, there are much greater 
depths along the entire route, but the mipn- 
imum depth must necessarily control. The 
entire passage from the Delaware river to 
Beaufort tnlet would be inland. The Norfolk- 
Beaufort inlet waterway lies behind Cape 
Hatteras and Cape Lookout. Coastwise 
navigation between Beaufort inlet and Jack- 
sonville, Fla, is completely free from hazard 
and there are no obstacles to through navi- 
gation by barge between the Delaware river 
and Jacksonville, Fila. 

I may say that there is a minimum depth 
of 7 feet, as I understand, in the old Dela- 
ware and Raritan canal connecting Delaware 
river with Raritan bay and New York bay, 
and this canal could be navigated by a boat 
of slightly less\draft if it should be deemed 
desirable to extend this branch of the service 
to New York bay. 

The entire practicability of through nav’'- 
gation between the Delaware river and Jack- 
sonville has already been demonstrated.

As stated, the committee on inland water- 
ways received the suggestion favorably, and 
determined to make an investigation, with 
a view to ascertaining the kind and volume 
of products which would seek water move- 
ment over this route, either between Dela- 
ware and Jacksonville or intermediate points. 
Assurance must be given that these barges 
would carry full loads in each direction. 
Agents of the committee will visit every 
principal city and town between Philadelphia 
and Florida for the purpose of securing in- 
formation and data along the linea, upon 
which the committee will base its final re- 
port and recommendations to the director 
general. 

It is obvious that there is an acute con- 
gestion of traffic between Norfolk and the 
Delaware and only slightly less from Nor- 
folk south. 

The railroads must be relieved or produc- 
tion and distribution will inevitably be cur- 
tailed more and more as the war progresses. 
Even now necessary embargoes place a 
serious handicap upon ordinary traffic move- 
ments. 

The committee on inland waterways has 
heretofore recommended and the director 
general has ordered the construction of 4 
large number of barges and towboats for 
operation on the New York system of canals, 
and .their construction is now in progress. 
It is assured the necessity of this additiona! 
instrumentality of transportation between 
the north and south will amply justify the 
recommendation of the committee for the 
construction of barges to operate between 
the Delaware and Jhcksonville and inter- 
mediate points.

‘Cross Goes Over Two Mil- 
lion Point for War Fund. 
The Entire Country Nears 

‘Half of $100,000,000 Quota. 


With a quota of $3,000,000, the south- 
ern division for the Red Cross war 
fund campaign, with headquarters in 
Atlanta, has raised a total of $2,026,660, 
according to announcement made Wed- 
nesday night. 

Of this total the various states have 
reported subscriptions.as follows: 

Tennessee, $634,728; Georgia, $526,- 
629; South Carolina, $336,945; North 
Carolina, $330,809; Florida, $197,549. 

Some of the larger cities in the divi- 
sion have reported as follows: 

Macon, Ga., $17,800; Rome, Ga., $14,- 
265; Athens, Ga., $26,596; Griffin, Ga., 
$7400; Americus, Ga, $2,473; Albany, 
Ga., $10,362; Thomasville, Ga., $38,200; 
Valdosta, Ga, $11,800; Brunswick, Ga., 
$9,500; Knoxville, Tenn., $105,368; Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., $93,000; Nashville, 
Tenn., $100,649; Memphis, Tenn., $173,- 
793; Raleigh, N. C., $36,648; Wilming- 
ton, N. C., $19,326; Durham, N. C., $19,- 
208; Asheville, N. C., $16,477; Columbia, 
S. C., $57,677; Greenville, S C., $25,471;

While Atlanta has exceeded her 
quota of $250,000, the official compilers 
are so far behind, owing to the great 
mass of reports thaf have been turned 
in, that it is impossible to give any 
exact figure. Of the cities listed above, 
only three, in addition to Atlanta, have 
exceeded theig quotas, Knoxville, Tenn., 
Chattanooga, Tenn, and Columbia, 
South Carolina. 


Washington, May 22.—Nearly one- 
half of the American Red Cross second 
$100,000,000 war mercy fund had been 
subscribed on the face of returns re- 
ceived at headquarters here tonight 
at the end of the third day of the 
week’s campaign. The total subscrip- 
tions from the twelve districts was $44,- 
070,555, but it was recognized that 
these figures were incomplete and did 
not represent the maximum of sub- 
scriptions wp to this time. 

Although success of the campaign 
seems assured, workers are not letting 
up, as it is hoped to roll up an over- 
subscription. Necessity for those chap- 
ters, towns and states which have over- 
subscribed to continue their efforts 
was emphasized in a statement sent 
to war fund managers by Henry P.

Mr. Davison called attention to the 
fact that the arrangements for the 
campaign were made early in the year 
before the recent German drives in 
Picardy and Flanders, and that chang- 
ed conditions called for tncreased Red 
Cross funds. For that reason he ask- 
ed all workers to seek subscriptions 
until the close of the campaign next 
Monday night. :

Until the Crackers make some hits 
and score some runs itis with ill grace 
that they can yell about the class of 
pitching that they have been getting: 

We have begn believing all along 
that it has been pitching, but a com- 
pilation of the games played by the 
Crackers through Tuesday; thirty-one 
games in all, show a Jack of hits and 
runs that would dishearten any 
pitcher. 


In eighteen of the irty-one games 
played the Crackers fave scored two 
or less runs and have made seven or 
less hits. 

In only three games has the team 
made over four runs, five in one game, 
eight. in one and ten in one. 

In three games they failed to score 
at all, in six games they made but 
one run, in nine games but two, in 
four games three and in six games 
four runs. 

On the hit side of the ledger in only 
six games have the Crackers made 
more than eight hits, one game with 
14, one with 12, one with 11 and three 
with 9. In one game with 11 and three 
hit, three, four and five hits in two 
games each, six hits in eight games, 
seven hits in three games and eight 
hits in six games. 

In brief, the average for the season 
has been 2% runs per game and the 
hits an average of 7 per game. 


Up te Batsmen. 


Figures do not lie is an old arith- 
metical statement and it is certainly 
true in relation to the Crackers. 

The Crackers’ weakness in scoring 
runs and making hits surpasses the 
performances of the famous Chicago 
White Sox “hithess wonders” a few 
years back. 

Until they score more 
make more hits per game it is not 
right that the pitching should be 
blamed for the defeats that the Crack- 
ers have been -registering with such 
regularity this season. , 

Not a player on the team is hitting 
at his real clip. Moran, Strait and Mc- 
Donald ought to be around or over the 
.300 mark. Mayer, Acosta:and Pi- 
cinich around .275. McDowell around 
.250 and Crane around .225. 

The main trouble, in our opinion, is 
that the plavers have been hitting at 
bad balls. They pass up the good ones, 
hit at bad ones, then when the umps 
calls one a trifle close there’s a holler. 

The Pitehing Burden. 

The pitching would pick up in our 
opinion if the hitting and run-getting 
was nearly normal. No pitching staff 
can be expected to hold the opposition 
to less than two eng! day after day, 
and it has taken that élass of pitching 
for the Crackers to win. 

In the nine games of the thirty-one 
the Crackers won, the following were 
the scores: 4-2, 4-3, 4-3, 8-4, 4-1, 2-0, 
10-0, 5-3, 2-1. 

Look this list over, and there is 
only one easy game for the pitchers 
in the lot, the 10 to 0 victory. The 
§ to 4 game was won in extra innings, 
and the 5 to 3 game was battled for 
closely all the way. The pitchers had 
to work their heads off in every game 
but one that has been won. 

These are cold hard facts, there’s 
no getting away from it, and until the 
team stops placing the burden on the 
pitchers they can hope to continue at 
the clip at which they have been trav-
